RESOLUTION 70-23 

 

RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE SUBMISSION OF THE  

RECYCLING TONNAGE GRANT APPLICATION 

 

 

WHEREAS, The Mandatory Source Separation and Recycling Act, P.L.1987, c.102, has 

established a recycling fund from which tonnage grant may be made to municipalities in order  to 

encourage local source separation and recycling programs; and 

 

WHEREAS, It is the intent and the spirit of the Mandatory Source Separation and Recycling Act 

to use the tonnage grants to develop new municipal recycling programs and to continue and to 

expand existing programs; and 

 

WHEREAS, The New Jersey Department of Environmental Protection has promulgated 

recycling regulations to Implement the Mandatory Source Separation and Recycling Act; and 

 

WHEREAS, The recycling regulations impose on municipalities certain requirements as a 

condition for applying for tonnage grants, including but not limited to, making and keeping 

accurate, verifiable records of materials collected and claimed by the municipality; and 

 

WHEREAS, A resolution authorizing this municipality to apply for the 2023 Recycling Tonnage 

Grant will memorialize the commitment of this municipality to recycling and to indicate the 

assent of Mayor and Council of the Town of Clinton to the efforts undertaken by the 

municipality and the requirements contained in the Recycling Act and recycling regulations; and 

 

WHEREAS, Such a resolution should designate the individual authorized to ensure the 

application is properly completed and timely filed. 

 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Mayor and Council of the Town of Clinton 

hereby endorses the submission of the recycling tonnage grant application to the New Jersey 

Department of Environmental Protection and designates Richard Phelan to ensure that the 

application is properly filed; and 

 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the monies received from the recycling tonnage grant be 

deposited in a dedicated recycling trust fund to be used solely for the purposes of recycling.

 WHEREAS, the attached Shared Services Agreement (the “Agreement”) has been 

approved by the School District and outlines the responsibilities of the Town and the School 

District. 

 

 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Mayor and Council of the Town of 

Clinton, Hunterdon County, New Jersey, as follows: 

 

 

1. The Town of Clinton Council hereby approves the attached Shared Services Agreement 

between the Town of Clinton and Clinton-Glen Gardner Board of Education. 

2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Town of Clinton are authorized to execute the attached 

Agreement in substantially the same form.

RESOLUTION # 74-23 

 

WHEREAS, the Town Council of the Town of Clinton strives to save tax dollars, assure clean 

air and water, improve working and living environments to build a community that is sustainable 

economically, environmentally, and socially; a community which would thrive well into the new 

century; and 

 

WHEREAS, the Town Council of the Town of Clinton wishes to build a model of government 

which benefits our residents now and far into the future with green community initiatives which 

are easy to replicate and affordable to implement; and 

 

WHEREAS, in an attempt to focus attention of "Green" issues, the Town Council initially 

established a Green Team Advisory Committee (GTAC) on July 14, 2009; and 

 

WHEREAS, as membership changes, there is a need to update this resolution accordingly.  

 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, by the Town Council of the Town of Clinton, that we 

do hereby re-establish a GTAC consisting of eight members who shall be residents or employees 

of Clinton Town, appointed annually, but whose initial term of appointment shall be through 

December 31, 2023. 

 

NOW, BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the Town Council of the Town of Clinton that the 

Mission, Goals and Objectives for the GTAC through December 31, 2023 are established as 

follows: 

 

Mission 

• The Town of Clinton GTAC will advise the Town Council on ways to improve municipal 

operations with "Green" initiatives which are economically and environmentally sound 

through research and evaluation. 

 

Goals 

• Submit a report and recommendations to the Town Council by October 1, 2023 to include 

suggested best practices for "greener" municipal operations. 

 

Objectives 

• Collaborate with municipal employees, service providers and other governmental 

agencies to share resource information and ideas consistent with the Mission of the 

GTAC. 

• Encourage participation of all employees to solicit ideas on green initiatives. 

• Research and analyze green initiatives which make practical environmental and financial 

sense. 

• Develop strategies for sustainable green initiatives in municipal operations

ORDINANCE # 23-07 
BOND ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE ACQUISITION 
OF PUMPER FIRE APPARATUS IN AND BY THE TOWN OF 
CLINTON, IN THE COUNTY OF HUNTERDON, NEW 
JERSEY, APPROPRIATING $1,156,000 THEREFOR AND 
AUTHORIZING THE ISSUANCE OF $1,076,000 BONDS OR 
NOTES OF THE TOWN TO FINANCE PART OF THE COST 
THEREOF. 
 

 BE IT ORDAINED BY THE TOWN COUNCIL OF THE TOWN OF CLINTON, IN 

THE COUNTY OF HUNTERDON, NEW JERSEY (not less than two-thirds of all members 

thereof affirmatively concurring) AS FOLLOWS: 

 Section 1. The improvement described in Section 3(a) of this bond ordinance is 

hereby authorized to be undertaken by the Town of Clinton, in the County of Hunterdon, 

New Jersey (the "Town") as a general improvement.  For the improvement or purpose 

described in Section 3(a), there is hereby appropriated the sum of $1,156,000, including 

the sum of $80,000 as the down payment required by the Local Bond Law from the Capital 

Improvement Reserve for Fire Equipment.  The down payment is now available by virtue 

of provision for down payment or for capital improvement purposes in one or more 

previously adopted budgets. 

 Section 2. In order to finance the cost of the improvement or purpose not 

covered by application of the down payment, negotiable bonds are hereby authorized to 

be issued in the principal amount of $1,076,000 pursuant to the Local Bond Law.  In 

anticipation of the issuance of the bonds, negotiable bond anticipation notes are hereby 

authorized to be issued pursuant to and within the limitations prescribed by the Local 

Bond Law. 



 

 Section 3. (a)  The improvement hereby authorized and the purpose for the 

financing of which the bonds are to be issued is the acquisition of pumper fire apparatus, 

including all related costs and expenses incidental thereto. 

 (b)  The estimated maximum amount of bonds or bond anticipation notes to be 

issued for the improvement or purpose is as stated in Section 2 hereof. 

 (c)  The estimated cost of the improvement or purpose is equal to the amount of 

the appropriation herein made therefor. 

 Section 4. All bond anticipation notes issued hereunder shall mature at such 

times as may be determined by the chief financial officer; provided that no bond 

anticipation note shall mature later than one year from its date, unless such bond 

anticipation notes are permitted to mature at such later date in accordance with applicable 

law.  The bond anticipation notes shall bear interest at such rate or rates and be in such 

form as may be determined by the chief financial officer.  The chief financial officer shall 

determine all matters in connection with bond anticipation notes issued pursuant to this 

bond ordinance, and the chief financial officer's signature upon the bond anticipation 

notes shall be conclusive evidence as to all such determinations.  All bond anticipation 

notes issued hereunder may be renewed from time to time subject to the provisions of 

the Local Bond Law or other applicable law.   The chief financial officer is hereby 

authorized to sell part or all of the bond anticipation notes from time to time at public or 

private sale and to deliver them to the purchasers thereof upon receipt of payment of the 

purchase price plus accrued interest from their dates to the date of delivery thereof.  The 

chief financial officer is directed to report in writing to the governing body at the meeting 

next succeeding the date when any sale or delivery of the bond anticipation notes 



 

pursuant to this bond ordinance is made.  Such report must include the amount, the 

description, the interest rate and the maturity schedule of the bond anticipation notes sold, 

the price obtained and the name of the purchaser. 

 Section 5. The Town hereby certifies that it has adopted a capital budget or a 

temporary capital budget, as applicable. The capital or temporary capital budget of the 

Town is hereby amended to conform with the provisions of this bond ordinance to the 

extent of any inconsistency herewith.  To the extent that the purposes authorized herein 

are inconsistent with the adopted capital or temporary capital budget, a revised capital or 

temporary capital budget has been filed with the Division of Local Government Services. 

 Section 6. The following additional matters are hereby determined, declared, 

recited and stated: 

 (a) The improvement or purpose described in Section 3(a) of this bond 

ordinance is not a current expense.  It is an improvement or purpose that the Town may 

lawfully undertake as a general improvement, and no part of the cost thereof has been or 

shall be specially assessed on property specially benefitted thereby. 

 (b) The period of usefulness of the improvement or purpose within the 

limitations of the Local Bond Law, according to the reasonable life thereof computed from 

the date of the bonds authorized by this bond ordinance, is 5 years. 

 (c) The Supplemental Debt Statement required by the Local Bond Law has 

been duly prepared and filed in the office of the Clerk, and a complete executed duplicate 

thereof has been filed in the office of the Director of the Division of Local Government 

Services in the Department of Community Affairs of the State of New Jersey.  Such 

statement shows that the gross debt of the Town as defined in the Local Bond Law is 



 

increased by the authorization of the bonds and notes provided in this bond ordinance by 

$1,076,000, and the obligations authorized herein will be within all debt limitations 

prescribed by the Local Bond Law. 

 (d) An aggregate amount not exceeding $100,000 for items of expense listed 

in and permitted under N.J.S.A. 40A:2-20 is included in the estimated cost indicated 

herein for the purpose or improvement. 

 Section 7. The Town hereby declares the intent of the Town to issue bonds or 

bond anticipation notes in the amount authorized in Section 2 of this bond ordinance and 

to use the proceeds to pay or reimburse expenditures for the costs of the purposes 

described in Section 3(a) of this bond ordinance.  This Section 7 is a declaration of intent 

within the meaning and for purposes of the Treasury Regulations. 

 Section 8. Any grant moneys received for the purpose described in Section 3(a) 

hereof shall be applied either to direct payment of the cost of the improvement or to 

payment of the obligations issued pursuant to this bond ordinance.  The amount of 

obligations authorized but not issued hereunder shall be reduced to the extent that such 

funds are so used. 

 Section 9. The chief financial officer of the Town is hereby authorized to prepare 

and to update from time to time as necessary a financial disclosure document to be 

distributed in connection with the sale of obligations of the Town and to execute such 

disclosure document on behalf of the Town.  The chief financial officer is further 

authorized to enter into the appropriate undertaking to provide secondary market 

disclosure on behalf of the Town pursuant to Rule 15c2-12 of the Securities and 

Exchange Commission (the "Rule") for the benefit of holders and beneficial owners of 



 

obligations of the Town and to amend such undertaking from time to time in connection 

with any change in law, or interpretation thereof, provided such undertaking is and 

continues to be, in the opinion of a nationally recognized bond counsel, consistent with 

the requirements of the Rule.  In the event that the Town fails to comply with its 

undertaking, the Town shall not be liable for any monetary damages, and the remedy 

shall be limited to specific performance of the undertaking. 

 Section 10. The full faith and credit of the Town are hereby pledged to the 

punctual payment of the principal of and the interest on the obligations authorized by this 

bond ordinance.  The obligations shall be direct, unlimited obligations of the Town, and 

the Town shall be obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upon all the taxable property within 

the Town for the payment of the obligations and the interest thereon without limitation of 

rate or amount. 

 Section 11. This bond ordinance shall take effect 20 days after the first 

publication thereof after final adoption, as provided by the Local Bond Law.
